Ho! for the Convention! 
EVERY thing is progressing swimmingly, as 
the boys say, for the Convention, and it prom- 
ises to far outreach what the most sanguine 
have anticipated, both in numbers and earnest- 
ness. The local agents who have so far report- 
ed send word as a rule that eight or ten will be 
present from each of their cities, and the Com- 
mittee have received direct word from individ- 
ual members of the trade almost from Maine 
to Mexico. We shall be surprised not to see 
at least two hundred and fifty, and we should 
not be surprised to see five hundred present at 
Niagara, and it is expected that most of these 
will return in the special train tothe Book Fair 
at New-York. The liberal reductions on fares 
and hotel rates, and the other arrangements so 
far made, are stated in full elsewhere, and we 
trust the trade will not be slow to take advan- 
tage of the opportunities presented. Niagara 
will see a gathering such as the American book 
trade has not before known, and whoever fails 
to come will, we assure that unfortunate, be 
sorry enough. 


WE give elsewhere, by request, correspon- 
dence as to another difficulty at Chicago. We 
are glad to see the New-York house putting 
itself on record in protest against this under- 
selling, for it is by the backing of such fore- 
most publishers as these that “backbone” is 
given to the trade. At the same time, we 
deprecate unnecessary ventilation of any spe- 
cific difficulties .which the Arbitration Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade has power to ad- 
just. The writers of one of the letters, however, 
seem to be in error as to this being a case under 
Board rules, for we learn, on inquiry, that notice 
was given to the Committee that competition 
from outside the Board compelled this price to 
be made, in which case the Board rules lapse 
for that particular instance. The present diffi- 
culty is not new, for these copy-books have 
been sold at this rate for several years. But 
this does not affect the essential injustice of 
booksellers being obliged to sell for ten cents 
what costs them nine cents in money, and pro- 
bably more than the other cent on expense ac- 


count. We trust that after Niagara many of 
these difficulties will be swept away, for the 
trade ought ‘hen tofeel and to exercise its own 
power against “bluff” games of whatever sort. 


Arrangements for the Convention. 


THE Committee on Assemblies give notice 
that the Convention will be opened Tuesday 
afternoon, July 13th, at 3 o’clock, with an ad- 
dress by President Randolph. Arrangements 
have been made to hold the general meetings 
in the Pavilion, Prospect Park, near the Falls, 
at a single entrance-fee of twenty-five cents for 
each member for the whole time. During con- 
vention week there will be special meetings of 
the law, medical, Gatholic, and Sunday-school 
publishers, the representatives of the religious 
publication societies, jobbers, and any other 
special interests, places and time to be desig- 
nated at the Convention. 

Head-quarters at Niagara will be at the Inter- 
national Hotel, which offers the most favorable 
terms to members of the trade; the Cataract 
and Spencer Houses also make. some reduc- 
tion in their terms, as does the Tifft House at 
Buffalo. At New-York, during the Book 
Fair, which it is hoped will be attended en 
masse by those present at the Convention, 
the Grand Central Hotel will be head-quar- 
ters, at greatly reduced rates; the Metro- 
politan will also make some _ reduction. 
These reductions cover only the time of the 
Convention and Fair. The committee does 
not undertake to make specific arrangements as 
to rooms, etc., at the hotels, so that those de- 
siring special accommodations should apply to 
the respective proprietors directly, by letter. 

A special train for the accommodation of 
those attending the trade Convention, will leave 
New-York via the Erie Railway, on Monday 
evening, July r2th, by the ferry at foot of Twen- 
ty-third street, at 6.30 P.M., or foot of Chambers 
street at 7 P.M. Tickets for the round trip, $10, 
to be obtained at the ticket-office on presenta 
tion of the certificate of the Committee on As- 
semblies. The tickets are good on any train; 
but it is urged that as many as possible will 
avail themselves of the special train, where 
superior arrangements will be made for their 
comfort, and an opportunity for mutual ac- 
quaintance and interchange of views will be 
afforded. Those who expect to take this train 
will please notify the committee at the earliest 
possible moment ; and members who intend to 
take their families by this train will please 
state the accommodations required, that if a 
sufficient number apply a special sleeping-car 
may be set apart for families. Any members of 
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the trade who prefer to leave the day before at 
the same hour will also please notify the Com- 
mittee, and, if the number warrant, a special 
car will be dispatched on Sunday night also. 
The special train for the return will be so ar- 
ranged as to afford the finest views of the glo- 
rious scenery on the Erie Railway. 

No reductions by Hudson River and Central 
R.R. have so far been obtained, though the Al- 
bany boats issue round-trip tickets between 
New-York and Albany at $3 (regular rate after 
July 1st, $2 each way), good on either day or 
night line. 

Those coming from the East may obtain ex- 
cursion tickets to New-York via Narragansett 
Steamboat Company, at $6 from Fall River or 
Newport, $7 from Boston or Taunton. Unless 
arrangements are made later, local fares must 
be paid to those points. 

Arrangements for the West so far made are: 
From Toledo and Detroit, by Canada Southern 
R.R., to Niagara, round trip at rate one way; 
from Toledo, $8.25, on application to George B. 
Brown ; Cleveland, va Lake Shore R.R., round- 
trip tickets to Niagara at two cents per mile, 
good from July 12th to August tst ; Indianapolis, 
excursion tickets viaC.,C. & C. R.R. at two cents 
per mile ; Cincinnati, excursion tickets via A. 
& G. W. R.R. to Niagara, thence to New-York 
and back, $25—see also rates via C.C.& C. R.R.; 
Dubuque, round trip to Chicago via Chica- 
go, Clinton, and Dubuque R.R., $12.30, time 
unlimited — rates from Chicago to be an- 
nounced ; St. Louis, excursion tickets to Ni- 
agara, via T., W. & W. R.R., on application to 
Mr. Baker, at $20, good till September rst. 

Visitors from the South will find accommo- 
dations as follows: From Washington, excur- 
sion tickets to Niagara, via Pa. R.R. & Northern 
Central, $19.25, good till Nov. ‘tst—but this 
necessitates breaking the route to get to Book 
Fair; Richmond, round trip to Baltimore, via 
Richmond, York River & Chesapeake R.R. (in- 
cluding a delightful steamboat trip on Chesa- 
peake Bay), $5—rates from Baltimore to be 
announced; New-Orleans, excursion tickets, via 
Chicago, St. Louis & N. O. R.R., to Niagara, 
$60, good until Oct. Ist—members may pos- 
sibly do better by buying only to St. Louis ; 
Galveston, round trip tickets, through J. E, 
Mason, $67.50. 

This information, with particulars as to hotel 
rates, etc., which the Committee is not per- 
mitted to advertise publicly, is given in the in- 
vitation and circular now being distributed 
very widely through the trade by post; later 
arrangements will be announced through the 
WEEKLY as soon as concluded. As a rule, 
those coming from smaller places must inake 
individual arrangements to the centres, having 
previously applied for the reductions thence 
to the local agents of the Committee, from 
whom the method of obtaining these reductions 
must be learned. The Committee can not assist 
those coming and going by different routes, ex- 
cept between New-York and Niagara. From 
any place not covered by the Committee, it 
would advise the purchase of the general ex- 
cursion tickets to Niagara offered by most of 
the roads at low terms. 

Certificates are now being sent out bythe 
Committee on Assemblies to all members of 
the trade who desire to attend the Convention 
and Fair. These entitle the holder to the hotel

Potter, Ainsworth & Co.—A.S. Barnes, special 
partner—at g or 10 cents, the advertising and 
regular price being 15 cents ? 

These terms were gained, if we mistake not, 
by a “ sharp bluff game” similar to that resorted 
to in the Geography case, which is so fully ven- 
tilated in the current number of the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY. If leading publishers have so little 
backbone, in the face of “‘ extraordinary circum- 
Stances,” or those “sharp necessities,” when 
seeking to effect*’a sale of their books, then 
book-trade associations founded on their sup- 
port are nothing but a farce or a snare.

GENTLEMEN : In reply to your inquiry of the 
14th inst. we would say that the P. D. & S. 
Copy-Books are supplied to the scholars of the 
Chicago public schools, by the special agree- 
ment of the publishers, at not over 10 cents per 
copy at retail. 

When this plan was proposed by the pub- 
lishers to the Board of Education, the larger 
bookselling firms objected strongly, and refused 
to retail the books at the price named, know- 
ing that, as they paid 9 cents apiece for the 
books in the largest quantities in New-York, 
it would be impossible for them to sell them 
again to the smaller dealers at such rates that 
the latter could retail them to the children 
at 10 cents and make any profit whatever. 
However, the opposition was not positive 
enough ; the scheme was adopted, and the books 
have since then been supplied by the agent of the 
publishers in Chicago to the local retailers at 9 
cents, and sold again by them at 1o cents. Not 
only is this action on his part, as we believe, 
in conflict with all true business principles, but 
also a direct violation of the rules of the Pub- 
lishers’ Board of Trade. 

The dealers of Chicago were surprised that a 
house in which Mr. Barnes was a partner 
should inaugurate such a system of trade, and 
still more surprised that it should have been 
allowed by the Publishers’ Board to go on with- 
out correction. The result is a direct discri- 
mination against those publishers who abide 
by the rules, for we have been informed that 
members of the Chicago Board of Education 
who prefer another series of copy-books have 
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been deterred from advocating a change only 
because the publishers of this other series de- 
clined to obligate themselves to have their 
books retailed here at 10 cents. 

In the light of recent events, Chicago dealers 
see that they have made a great mistake in not 
making a strong and united effort to prevent 
this unjust violation of rules.

Between Two Fires. 
KALAMAZOO, Mich., June 15, 1875. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly : 

DEAR Sir: We have watched with a good 
deal of interest the movement in behalf of re- 
form in the book trade; but from our stand- 
point, the Put-in Bay Convention was a move 
forward in the crab fashion. We can not see 
what possible advantage it is to the small job- 
ber or retailer to have their discounts lowered, 
and at the same time to allow ministers, doc- 
tors, teachers, and large buyers generally, who 
are the consumers of nine tenths of all the 
books that are published, to still have a dis- 
count of twenty percent or over. Under the old 
rule we could make fifteen or twenty per cent 
off that class of customers, whereas under the 

| Put-in Bay rules and Western jobbers’ combi- 
nation, we can only make from five to ten per 
cent profit. Now that looks to us like reform 
with a vengeance, but it is such a reform that 
retailers can not stand a great while. It appears 
to us that the Messrs. Lippincott’s plan is the 
right one—a complete return to retail prices, no 
matter how large the buyer, to all parties out- 
side of the trade. All that should be asked of 
publishers is that they shall not lie when they 

} publish the retail price of their books.

Having seen 
something of the commercial side of the book 
world, he, at once took temporary service with 
Messrs. Ginn Brothers, as traveling agent. On 
October 1, he became general manager of the 
educational interests of Henry Holt & Co. 

His was one af those rare natures which are 
superior to experience, and he was successful 
from the start. One of the stipulations on 
which he took his position was, that he was 
not to work for any book that he did not be- 
lieve in. His absolute honesty seemed to in- 
press all whom he approached, and to make 
them believe a book was good, simply because 
he said so. To have business relations with 
him was to become his friend, and his energy 
and discretion were worthy of his scholarship, 
social qualities, and integrity. 

The association of such a man with the trade, 
however young he may be or modest his pos!- 
tion, is a good whose loss is to be deplored. 
Those who knew Mr. Phalen best feel most 
assured that in him died great promise, not 
only of personal eminence, but of high influ- 
ence in his calling.

They are made of a 
fine quality of tinted paper, and the manufac- 
turers claim for them that the price is not 
higher than ordinary envelopes ; that they are 
perfectly opaque, and that for strength and 
good surface they are equal to any thing in the 
market. The same house issues another style 
called the “ Safety Opaque.” This envelope is 
cut with a very deep flap, which admits of its 
being well gummed, without danger to the 
letter it contains, and by adding to the thick- 
ness of the covering it prevents the letter being 
read by holding it up to the light. The en- 
velopes cost, No. 5, $3.75, and No 6, $4, one 
third off.
